SUBJECT: MEDIA REACTION TO AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S TRIP 

1. SUMMARY: FOLLOWING IS MAY 24, AND LAST, MEDIA REACTION 
REPORT ON AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S AERICAN TRIP. END SUMMARY. 

2. WPOST REPORTS UNDER HEAD "CARTER SEES YOUNG AS 3RD WORLD 
HERO," THAT PRESIDENT IN MONDAY CABINET MEETING "WENT 

OUT OF HIS WAY" TO PRAISE AMBASSADOR YOUNG, PREDICITING THAT 
YOUNG 'WILL BECOME A HERO TO THE THIRD WORLD" 'THERE IS NO 
DOUBT IN MY MIND THAT OVER A PERIOD OF TIME ANDY YOUNG 
WILL BECOMDE A HERO TO THE THIRD WORLD,' SAID CARTER. THE 
PRESIDENT ADDED THAT YOUNG: SPEAKS COURAGEOUSLY AND CON- 
VINCINGLY ABOUT THE PROBLEMS OF ALL PEOPLE' AND IS ESTABLISH- 
ING THE PROPER RELATIONSHIP WITH DEVELOPING COUNTRUES ON THE 
ISSUES OE RACE AND HUMAN RIGHTS.' CARTER'S REMARKS, RELAYED 
TO REPORTERS BY REX GRANUM, WERE, ACCORDING TO WPOST, "CLEARLY 
DESIGNED TO REITERATE THE PRESIDENT'S PERSONAL SUPPORT OF THE 
SOMETIMES CONTROVERSIAL U.N. AMBASSADOR." THE PRESIDENT 
TOLD THAT CABINET THAT HE HAS COMPLETE 
FAITH' IN YOUNG AND THAT YOUNG HAS ALSO DEVELOPED A 
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GOOD WORKING RELATIONSHIP' WITH VANCE AND OTHER EOREIGN 
POLICY ADVISERS. 

2. SEVERAL PAPERS CARRIED WIRE REPORTS THAT INTERIOR 
MINISTER MULDER SAID MONDAY THAT YOUNG BROKE THE TERMS OF 
THE AGREEMENT UNDER WHICH HE WAS ALLOWED TO VISIT 
SOUTH AFRICA AND THAT THE GOVERNMENT WAS TAKING THE MATTER 
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IN A SERIOUS LIGHT.' 

3. JUNE GOODWIN'S (CSMONITOR) JOHANNESBURG STORY MAKES 
POINT THAT SOUTH AFRICAN BLACKS, THUS FAR, HAVE BEEN 
DIVIDED ON STRATEGY BUT "ARE MOVING TO WORK TOGETHER" 

BECAUSE THEY KNOW THEY MUST OVERCOME "THE WHITE GOVERNMENT'S 
DIVIDE- AND-CONTROL POLICY." IMPLIED BUT NOT STATED IN THE 
STORY IS THAT YOUNG'S SOUTH AFRICAN VISIT - ALTHOUGH HE 

WAS ABLE TO SPEAK VIRTUALLY ONLY TO MODERATE BLAKS - WILL 
HAVE AN IMPACT ON THE MOVEMENT TOWARD UNITY AMONG SOUTH 
AFRICA BLACKS. 

4. BENJAMIM POGRUND IN BGLOBE REPORTS FROM THE JOHANNESBURG 
THAT YOUNG'S HECTIC WEEKEND VISIT LEFT "SOUTH AFRICANS 
PERPLEXED ABOUT HIM AND DIVIDED IN THEIR VIEWS ABOUT HIS 
DRIVE TO END APARTHEID. " YOUNG'S "QUIET, COOL APPROACH," 

DURING HIS DINNER SPEECH TO SOUTH AFRICAN BUSINESSMEN, SUC- 
CEEDED "IN DISPELLING THE IMAGE MANY WHITES HAVE OF HIM 

AS A WILD MAN" AND A 'BIG MOUTH.' BUT OTHER AT THE 
MEETING THOUGHT HE WAS 'UNREALISTIC IN HIS APPROACH 
TO SOUTH AFRICA'S RACIAL PROBLEMS AND 'NAIVE' IN BELIEVING 
THAT ECONOMIC POWER FOR BLACKS WOULD LEAD T RACIAL 
PEACE WITH WHITES." 

5. LONDON TIMES EDITORIAL SAYS THE "ONUS" IS ON THE 

SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT AND IF THEY GIVE NO "CONCESSIONS 
TO DEMANDS" OF THE U.S., THE U.S. "MAY HAVE TO GO 
MUCH FARTHER THAN THEY PRIVATELY DESIRE IN SIDING WITH 
REVOLUTIONARY AFRICAN NATIONALISM. " 
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6. NICHOLAS ASHFORD WRITES IN LONDON TIMES THAT "AS A 
TOUR DE FORCE" THE BRIEF VISIT OF YOUNG TO SOUTH AFRICA 

"WAS HARD TO FAULT. HE WAS WITTY, WARM-HEARTED, STYLISH, 

THE VOICE OF REASONABLENESS, AT TIMES PROVOCATIVE BUT 
NEVER INSULTING." THE VISIT, ASHFORD CONTINUES, DISPELLED 
FEARS OF AN "OGRE" AND NOT "EVEN THE MOST CYNICAL 
OF THE SOUTH AFRICANS... SEEMED TO DOUBT" YOUNG’S 
SINCEREITY, ALTHOUGH SOME FELT HE WAS "DANGEROUSLY
